Code .   The  Montana  Code  Annotated  (statute  text) 
will  be  printed  by  a  Dubuque,  Iowa  firm.   It  will 
consist  of  10  volumes  rather  than  16  as  in  1979. 
Legislative  Council  staff  are  working  to  prepare 
amendment  notes  and  other  compiler's  comments  early 
enough  that  the  Code  can  be  published  before  October  1, 
the  automatic  effective  date  of  the  laws.   The  date 
was  changed  from  July  1.   However,  it  should  be  noted 
that  there  were  190  bills  passed  with  special  effective 
dates  -  many  of  them  upon  passage  and  approval.   The 
Legislative  Review  will  contain  a  list  of  bills  with 
special  effective  dates.

The  Committee  met  three  times  during  the  47th 
Legislative  Session  and  reviewed  a  total  of  approx- 
imately 80  notices  of  rulemaking  action  filed  with 
the  Secretary  of  State  since  January  1,  1981.   At 
these  meetings,  the  Committee  heard  a  request  by  the 
League  of  Cities  and  Towns  for  an  economic  impact 
statement  on  certain  rules  proposed  by  the  Public 
Service  Commission.   The  Committee  also  requested 
the  Department  of  Lands  to  reconsider  a  proposal 
to  adopt  rules  regulating  the  leasing  of  cabin  sites 
on  state  lands.   At  future  meetings,  in  addition  to 
the  continuing  review  of  administrative  rules  proposed 
by  executive  agencies,  the  Committee  will  be  discussing 
proposals  for  new  legislation  regarding  administrative 
rulemaking  and  studying  those  areas  of  the  law 
mandating  implementation  by  administrative  rules. 
Legislators  or  their  constituents  wishing  to  receive 
regular  notice  of  Committee  meetings  may  contact  the 
Legislative  Council  staff  offices  and  request  to  be 
put  on  the  Committee's  list  of  interested  persons.
